Synod narrative summaries 


Parishioners don't understand © 


root causes of social problems 


This article concludes a 
general review of the Synod 
Il narrative summaries pre- 
pared by the Synod commis- 
sions. 


Father Phillip Straling, 
Synod executive director, 


._ said the summaries are 


reports on what has been 
said in the diocese and ‘‘do 
not necessarily represent 


- official policy or teachings of 


the Church or reflect the 
opinions of the commis- 
sions.”’ 


In the new year, SC will 
publish a series of reports 
dealing with each narrative 
summary. 


The Synod Commission on 
Social Action was not sur- 
priséd to learn that some 
people “‘feel it is not the job 
of the Church to be involved 
in social programs or social 
work.”” 


Conversely, a major idea 
brought out was that ‘‘the 
Church can no longer preach 
what it does not practice.’’ 
The Church was urged to 
reflect on its sensitivity to 
social issues in relation to its 
spending priorities and shar- 
ing of resources. 


IN ITS narrative.summary 
the. commission noted that 
“‘strong-—negative and posi- 
tive positions’’ developed, 


and that speak-up partici- 
pants showed a “‘real de- 
ficiency in their understand- 
ing of social problems and 
their root causes.”’ 


Some according to the 
summary, ‘‘expressed hos- 
tility toward the concentra- 
tion of expenditures for 
services in San Diego to the 
detrinjent of other areas of 
the diocese.”’ 


Regarding the Church role 
in social action, many sug- 
gested that each parish form 
@ social action committee, 
and many felt it permissible 
to use the pulpit to expose 
politico-moral issues. Others 
felt sermons should deal only 
with spiritual issues. 


THE MAJORITY did feel, 
though, that the Church 
should provide information 
and communicate social 
issues and needs. 


Many felt. the diocese 
should work in the area of 
juvenile delinquency, fund- 
ing preventative programs 
and providing foster home 
programs. 


The unionization of farm- 
workers was a topic of much 
discussion, and many ex- 
pressed a desire for clarifica- 
tion without the rhetoric of 
those taking sides. 


DISCUSSING labor; people 


Penance liturgies affract hundreds 
in Uni Hi’s new religion center. 


When high school students 
voluntarily attend penance 
liturgies by the hundred, it 
says something for the 
“center’’ of attraction. 


In this case it is University 
High School’s latest build- 
ing, a convenient complex 
which includes chapel, class- 
rooms, auditorium and coun- 
seling offices. 


“MORE THAN 1,100 stu- 
dents have attended penance 
liturgies during the day in 
the short time it has been 
open,”’ Principal Dennis C. 
Hart told Southern Cross. 


“Tt has made a lot of things 
happen on this campus that 
did not happen before,’’ he 
added. ““We hope this build- 
ing can bring us closer 
together as a Christian 
community.”’ 


Faculty and visiting priests 
from parishes celebrate daily 
Mass in the chapel, which 
can seat 480 if all sections are 
used. Usually these are 
divided into classrooms and 
other facilities, by simple 
folding sections. 


“THOSE WHO think they 
can miss Mass and live a 
Christian life~ don’t .under- 
stand the Mass,”’ said Bish- 
op Leo T. Maher in his 
homily. ““By going to Mass 
we make ourselves give up 
the barriers between us and 
Christ, the everyday faults. 
There comes a change of 
heart.”’ 


More than 200 invited 
guests witnessed the dedica- 
tion ceremonies Sunday and 
joined in the concelebrated 
Mass which followed.

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Priests’ Senate debate 


Finance, life style, rectories, |

schools come under scrutiny

The Priests’ Senate last 
week showed deep concern 
for the life style of priests, 
rectory standards, diocesan 
finances and operations. 
Nine resolutions related to 
these subjects. 


Resolutions also recom- 
mended changes in parochial 


-schools subsidies, parish 


assessments, building com- 
mission operations and pas- 
toral training in financial 
management. 


TWO OTHER resolutions 
called for studies to consider 
raising the age for the 
Sacrament of Confirmation, 
so that the children are more 
mature. 

In the two-day meeting, 
held at San Luis Rey Retreat 
House, the priests heard 
presentations on diocesan 
finances, church administra- 
tion and the diocesan build- 
ing commission respectively 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Beira, 
diocesan bookkeeper, Father 
Eugene Lyons and Father 
John T. Quinn, assistant 
chancellor. 


Father William Mooney, 
retiring president, told 
Southern Cross that Mrs. 
Beira’s presentation gave the 
clearest picture yet of the 
State of diocesan finances 
and their administration. 


“PERHAPS IF we had 
heard this story five years 
ago, the diocese would have 
benefitted considerably,’’ he 
said. “‘Now we can appre- 
ciate the situation much 
better and have sympathy for 
the problems.”’ 


Has largest contingent in Rome 


Father Quinn’s review of 
the work of the diocesan 
building commission ‘‘in- 
dicated to us that there is a 
need for an overall plan for 
the ‘future,’’ said Father 
Mooney. 


- “We feel there should be 
at least a 10-year plan of 
development, so that we 
know where we’re heading.”’ 


ONE OF the resolutions 
passed called for restructur- 
ing of the building commis- 
sion ‘‘so as to make it more 
representative of the clergy 
and laity.’’ The resolution 
asked for a plan for the 
changes to be ready by July, 
1975. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, who 
joined the senators on the 
second day was thanked, by 
a resolution, for ‘‘sharing 
with the senate the financial 


status of the diocese.”’ 


The resolution added: 
“We ask that all pastors 
follow the bishop’s lead by 
increasing their accountabili- 
ty to the people concerning 
the financial state of their 
parishes.’’ 


ANOTHER resolution call- 
ed for a survey of the 
efficiency and effectiveness 
diocesan departments to 
“encourage accountability, 


initiate economies and elimi- ‘ 


nate all redundancies, and 
abolish any offices and 
programs that are unneces- 
sary or making a poor return 

for the investment.”’ 
Father James Poulsen, 
senate secretary, made a 
special report on priestly 
living which originated with 
concern expressed .at . the

The birth of our Savior, Jesus Christ, in Bethlehem is today, as ever, 
an event of infinite significance. It is the one event to which Christians 
-everywhere turn in love and gratitude eager to find fresh wonders in its 
mysteries and fresh revelations of unfathomable love. For it was the 
appearance of Him who was the desire of nations, the manifestation in 
visible form of the world’s creator and ruler. 


He came to make known to all nations the truths about God and man.

_ Transcendent realization of all hopes

Conclusion of SC’s four-part Advent series by 
Sulpician Father Castelot. Looking at the holy 
season from a scriptural viewpoint, he shows how 
Jesus is ‘‘the ent or better, the 
transcendent realization of the hopes and 
destinies of Israel.’’ His article replaces ‘‘A time 
to keep’’ for this week. 


For the past few weeks we have been 
surveying the hopes of the people of God in the 
pre-Christian era. Against this background it 
should be easier to appreciate the uniqueness of 
Christ and of the work of salvation wrought by 
him. So unique was the Christ-event, in fact, that 
it could not have been ‘‘predicted,’’ in the strict 
sense of the term. Still, there is an undeniable 
bond of unity joining the two Testaments. 

The God whom Jesus called Father was the 
same Yahweh who had saved the people of old. 
Jesus is presented in the New Testament as the 
fulfillment, or better, the transcendent realiza- 
tion of the hopes and destinies of Israel. But this 
he was in a new, unforeseen, unimaginable way. 


WHAT DEVOUT Jew could even have 


conceived, for instance, of the Son of God 


‘incarnate? For a strict monotheist this could be 
only blasphemy, and Christianity itself had no 


little trouble in coming to terms with the problem 


of what we now call a plurality of persons in God. 


We are faced, then, with a strange 
combination of continuity and discontinuity. The 
New Testament writers, and Jesus himself, made 
use of Old Testament concepts and vocabulary, 
but in using them, transformed them so as to 
express new realities. In this connection it is 
interesting to note that Jesus was very reluctant 
to accept the title of Messiah. It carried with it 
too many diverse and, for him, unacceptable 
connotations. 


He never denied having what we would call a 
messianic mission, a saving mission, but that 
was another matter. Once he had carried out that 
mission in his own unique way, his role in God’s 
plan was quite clear. e 


BY WAY OF illustrating these general 
observations, let’s take a look at how the New 
Testament authors made use of Old Testament 
material to get across their understanding of 
Jesus, an understanding enlightened by their 
Resurrection and Pentecostal faith. In Matthew’s 
story of the birth of Jesus we read: 

All this happened to fulfill what the Lord had 

said through the prophet: ‘‘The virgin shall be 

with child and give birth to a son, and they 


shall call him Emmanuel,’’ a name which 


means ‘God is with us’’ (1:22-23). 


The prophetic word which he alleges is from 
Isaiah 7:14. Here there is no reference to a virgin 
in the technical sense of the term, as the Hebrew 
word makes quite clear. The Isaian word means 
maiden, young woman, and in the context refers 
to one of the royal wives who is soon to become a 
mother. — : 


THE INCUMBENT king was a disgrace to the 
line of David, and the prophet was expressing the 
fervent hope that the new prince, eventually to 
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aseend the throne, would really fulfill the 
sublime role of king of the people of God, that he 
would be, as the symbolic name Emmanuel 
suggests, a sign of God’s presence among his 
people. 

What a transformation. even sublimation, this 
text has undergone in the Christian view. The 
Greek text used by Matthew had translated 
Isaiah’s noncommital ‘‘maiden, young woman’’ 
as virgin. In this form it lent itself beautifully to 
the Christian belief that Jesus was truly born of a 
virgin, something of which Isaiah could never 
have dreamed. 


And the child of whom Matthew was speaking 
was far more than just symbolically 
‘“Emmanuel.’’ He was, in all truth, God with us. 
It is significant that. Matthew took the trouble to 
translate the name for his readers. They were 


‘Jewish Christians who had no need for a 


translation. But he was making sure that they 
didn’t miss the point. 


THE POINT of the above illustration is this: 
Isaiah had not “‘predicted”’ either the virgin birth 
or the divinity of Christ. But Matthew saw the 
prophet’s words now in a new light and seized 
upon them as an apt expression of something 
quite new. 


One more example, again from this part of 
Matthew. In the story of the flight into Egypt the 
evangelist says of Joseph: 

He stayed there until the death of Herod, to 

fulfill what the Lord had said through the 

prophet: ‘Out of Egypt I have called my son’’ 

(2:15). : 

_ The prophet in question was Hosea (11:1). But 

the text was not a prediction at all. It is the 
opening of a very moving passage in which 
Yahweh is portrayed as agonizing over what he is 
to do with his ungrateful, unfaithful people. He 
begins by recalling his past favors to them. 
especially in the Exodus from Egypt.- 


When Israel was a child I loved him; Out of 

Egypt I called my son. 

THE TEXT, then, actually looks to the past, 

not to the future, and if Yahweh refers to Israel 
as his son, it is only as a term of endearment. But 
again Matthew sees the verse as an excellent 
means of indicating the identity of the child 
Jesus. Yahweh can call him “‘my son’’ not just 
figuratively, but quite literally. 
It is this Son whose birth we shall soon celebrate, 
the transcendent realization of all the hopes and 
dreams of the people of God—of all times and 
places.

Christ in the world 


Christmas is a call to rejoice—yes. But it 
also is a call for reconciliation.

Christ can only come into the world at 
Christmas through our example, through our 
presentation to the world immediately around 
us of the image of Christ. We have to reflect in 
our gift of love to others, his gift of eternal life 
and love to us.

Brigid’s effort struck me 
forcefully because of the 
educational 
involved. 
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Probably Msgr. Donald 
Doxie could have chosen to 
sign a check from parish 
funds, but .this procedure 
would have lacked the touch 
of personal response.

“ARE THE people really 
served and given an example 
of Christian community by 
putting together those who 
are incompatible and calling 
it ‘community?’’’ he asked. 


A further question asked: 
How do priests see the 
gospel call to.simplicity and 
give witness in rich America? 


Results of the survey 
brought varied ideas on the 
function of rectories. Most 
felt that ‘‘more traditional 
rectories are not the answer 
to the problems of our times 


and may possibly hinder the ~ 


development of parish teams 
and specialized ministries.” 


THE AGE GROUP feels 
“‘overwhelmingly’’ that there 
should be a study of the 
“life style’, problems com- 
munity, future ministries and 
spiritual renewal of priests. 


The senate resolved that a 
special meeting should be 
held in 1975 to ‘‘discuss the 
ministry, life style and living 
conditions of priests in the 
diocese.”’ 


Resolutions adopted by the 
senate following this presen- 
tation included one which 
flowed from criticism of 
recent rectory building or 
projected rectories. It de- 
manded a moratorium on all 
rectory building in the dio- 
cese ‘‘until the whole prob- 
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Clergy life styles senate topic 


lem of priestly living has 
been researched.’’ 


ANOTHER resolution call- 
ed for a moratorium, as an 
economy measure, ‘‘on all 
diocesan building not con- 
‘sidered essential for the 
needs and well-being of the 
people. 


Father Poulsen observed 
that the moratorium would 
not apply to any construction 
already begun, either for 
parishes or the diocese. 


On the question of individ- 
ual pupil subsidy at parochial 
schools the senate resolved 
that, because these subsidies 
“are a major drain.on many 
parishes’’ a per capita limit 
of $100 be put on parish 
school subsidy. 


“SCHOOLS WHICH can- 
not fit into this pattern 
should be amalgamated or 
closed,’’ the resolution 
added. 


The assessment on parish- 
es for the support of diocesan 
operations, presently 14 per 
cent of gross income could be 
amended as a result of 
another resolution. 


The senate asked for the 
lower 20 per cent of parishes 
to be assessed at seven per 
cent and the upper 20 per 
cent at 18 per cent, as an 
initial step towards a gradu- 
ated assessment. Other 
parishes would not immedi- 
ately be affected. 


IN RELATION to the 
whole question of priests’ 
lack of training for adminis- 
tration, through seminary or 
elsewhere, a further resolu- 
tion urged the Personnel 
Board to include such in- 
struction in any pastoral 
training program for pastors 
in future, ‘‘for newly ap- 
pointed pastors or those 
priests about to be pastors.”’ 


All resolutions were pass- 


ed unanimously. Bishop 


Maher spoke briefly to them 
towards the end of the 
meeting and said that those 
concerned with parochial 
schools and the parish 
assessments would have to 
be referred to the diocesan 
consultors. 


Father William Mooney 
completed his period as 
president and was thanked 
for his seven years work with 
the senate. Father Francis 
Pattison ceases to be execu- 
tive secretary at the end of 
this month—a post he has 
held since the start of the 
senate in 1969. He was 
elected a member of “the 
senate for the first time.

To put Christ in Christmas 


‘Leave Santa at North Pole’ 


CHICAGO—The only way to put Christ 
back in Christmas is to leave Santa Claus at 
the North Pole. 


In the December issue of U.S. Catholic 
magazine, John Mahoney, accuses Santa 
Claus of teaching children to be greedy and 
- ruining the true meaning of Christmas. 


MAHONEY RECALLS that his own 
realization that there was no “‘stealthy 
visitor named Santa Claus was one of the 
- great disillusionments of my life.’’ 


‘‘The day I received this blow I made up 
my mind that no child of mine would ever 
have to suffer it, because they would never 
be told there is a Santa Claus,’’ he says. 


‘In the years that ‘have followed I’ve 
discovered many more reasons for punctur- 
ing this over-inflated figure,’’ Mahoney 
states. ‘‘The most powerful reason is that 
the very bulk and astounding munificence of

this fabrication completely overshadow the 
tiny figure in the manger whose birth we 
celebrate at Christmas.”’ 


Mahoney believes that young children, 
“whose. unformulated motto in life is 
‘what’s in it for me?’’’ can scarcely overlook 
that ‘‘it is the Jolly Old Elf rather than the 
Babe who delivers the tangible goods.”’ 

TODAY SANTA has become ‘‘a total 
sellout to materialism and greed. He is in the 
pay of the big toy manufacturers and 
department stores. How often do you see a 
Santa who is not serving | as an outright 
huckster? 


“Whereas the true lesson of Christmas is 
a message of divine*mercy and sacrifice, 
Santa is the front~ man for greedy 
corporations, and the tutor in greed for 
millions of children. He is the Saint of 
Gimme.”’ 


Ultimately, the Santa myth means happy 
children, assistant managing editor 
Mahoney insists. ‘“A greedy child is never 
appeased. A spoiled child appreciates 


- nothing. An over-indulged child is convinced 


that the major figure of Christmas is not 
Christ, but himself.”’ 


Mahoney maintains that the ‘‘Put Christ 
back in Christmas’? movement failed 
because ‘‘we failed to take Santa Claus out 
of Christmas.’’ 


“IF WE WERE determined to conceal and 
subvert the Gospel of Christ, it would be 
hard to invent a better device than the Santa 
myth for doing so,’’ Mahoney concludes. 


Most readers of U.S. Catholic who filled 
out a pre-publication survey disagreed with 
Mahoney. Though many concede that the 
Santa myth detracts from. the religious 
meaning of Christmas, few were willing to 
discontinue teaching the story. Some felt it 
would be too drastic to eliminate Santa for 
their children. Others felt that Santa’s hold 
on society through the economy is just too 


strong to be broken.

Pope urges Holy Year reconciliation within the Church 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul VI, in an apostolic 
exhortation *‘to the episcopate, clergy and faithful of the 
entire world on reconciliation within the Church,"’ urged 
them to seize the Holy Year's spirit of reconciliation and heal 
the *‘spirit.of faction’’ now dividing the Church. 


He decried ‘‘the ferments of infidelity to the Holy Spirit 
existing here and there in the Church today and unfortunately 
attempting to undermine her from within.’ 


WITHOUT NAMING specific groups, he ontintied: 


‘The promoters and the victims of this process, who are in 
fact small in number by comparison with the vast majority of 
the faithful; claim to-remain in the Church, with the same 
rights and opportunities of expression and action as the rest 
of the faithful, in order to attack ecclesial unity.”’ 


The Pope signed his apostolic exhortation on the Feast of 
the Immaculate Conception, Dec. 8. It was released Dec. 16. 


Pope Paul said that loyalty to the authority of the Pope and 
bishops and to the Church’s magisterium (teaching authority) 
is the only. way to maintain “‘sure union with Christ.’’ 


HE SAID THE Church has overcome rifts and internal 
dissension throughout its history by “‘clearly reaffirming’ 
basic principles of unity. 


‘He asserted that today’s ‘‘ferments of infidelity’ are 
‘‘equally dangerous and such as to warrant this clarification 
and call to unity.”’ 


The Pope spoke strongly against those who oppose the 
authority of bishops, and against those ‘‘deceptively easy’’ 
‘formulas and ‘‘teachings that do not hold fast to the 
objectivity of the faith.”’ 


At the same time he firmly - stated that, properly 
understood, “‘pluralism of research and thought’’ has. a 
“legitimate right of citizenship in the Church.”’ 


He added that the “‘inscrutable riches’’ of the mystery of

THE CHURCH’S ROLE as reconciler on earth has been 
obscured by ‘‘doctrinal dissension which claims the 
patronage of theological pluralism.” 


Christ actually call for.* 


He continued: ‘*This pluralism is at times regarded as a 


legitimate theological stand that permits the taking up of . 


positions contrary to the authentic magisterium of the Roman 
Pontiff and of the hierarchy of bishops.”’ 


The magisterium, he said, is ‘‘a guarantee for all against 


the subjective judgment of every varied interpretation of the © 


faith... In fact, without the mediation of the Church’s 
magisterium...the sure union with Christ through the 
Apostles...is compromised.”’ 2 


Pope Paul noted that the variety of members and functions 
in the Church provoke ‘inevitable tensions.’’ To deal with 
these tensions, Christ gave special authority to bishops. 


.. THE POPE SAID that failure to heed legitimate Church 


authority leads to a “polarization of dissent’’ that “‘bears 
within it and, as far as it can, introduces into the ecclesial 
community the seeds of disintegration.”’ 


The papal exhortation appeals to anyone who “‘feels that he 
is in any way implicated in this state of division’’ to seek 
reconciliation. ‘‘In each one we would like to reawaken the 
longing for what he has lost.” 


“We try hard to understand the root of this situation and 
we compare it to the analogous situation in which 
contemporary civil society is living,’’ the Pope said. But he 


also warned that the Church ‘‘ought not to assimiliate’’ from. 


society ‘“‘what is rather a pathological state.’’ 


The Pope said he was presenting the exhortation before the 
opening on Christmas Eve of the Holy Year—with its theme 
of renewal and reconciliation—so that all may ‘‘become 
agents and promoters of reconciliation with God and with 
their brethren, and that this coming Christmas of the Holy

Year may truly be for the world the ‘Birth of Peace’ as was the 
birth of the Savior.”’ 


The exhortation makes an‘ appeal of reconciliation and 
forgiveness to priests who have left the ministry. The Pope 
first expresses the Church’s sorrow at their departure and 
notes the “‘consolation and joy’’ given the Church by the 
perseverance of the great majority of priests. 


THE POPE added: ‘‘Being supported and comforted by the 
merits of this great number, she wishes to change also the 
sorrow which has been visited upon her into a love that can 
understand everything and in Christ pardon everything.”’ 


A true climate of reconciliation, the Pope added, includes 
“fraternal openness to others’’ that fosters “the practice of 
fraternal correction.’ 


He pointed out that fraternal correction is’a work of charity 
that can be “‘done by any one of the faithful to every brother 
in the faith.’’ Fraternal correction, the Pope said, ‘‘can be the 
normal means of healing many dissensions or r of praening 
them from arising.’ 

In a Vatican press toicrence™ called to. eset the 
exhortation, ‘Archbishop Albert Descamps, president of the 
Pontifical Biblical Commission, explained that the Pope in the 
exhortation was giving a picture of the present state of the 
Church, which includes elements of dissent. 

He said that the Pope, ‘‘was not excommunicating”’ any 
groups through this document, but was trying to bring about 
a Holy Year spirit of reconciliation.

It seems to me that many Catholics do 
not know where they stand with regard to 
horoscopes and astrology. So many say, ‘‘I 
can‘t start my day until I read my 
horoscope.’’ Isn’t that wrong? 


| have a hard time starting my day by 
reading anything! However, to define 
terms: astrology, according to Webster, is 
-““the pseudo science which treats of the 
influences of the stars upon human 
affairs, and of foretelling terrestrial events 
by their positions and aspects,’’ resulting 
in a horoscope which is ‘‘a diagram or 
scheme of the twelve houses of heaven, 
showing the relative position of planets 
and signs of the zodiac, by which 
astrologers profess to foretell the events of 
a person’s life or to answer horary 
questions.’’ 


There seems to be no question about the 
real influence of, for.example, the moon 
with regard to tides and, possibly, human 
conduct. But that the planets by their 
position can foretell the events of a 
person’s life implies a denial of man’s free 
will and makes a mockery of God’s loving 
providence.. For a Christian to take

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horoscopes seriously would be wrong. 


But to read one’s horoscope as one 
reads the comic strips is amusing, because 
they are so far-fetched and unreal. As a 
matter of fact, | read mine often and am 
impressed by such gems as ‘‘be extra 
loving to your wife today’’ and ‘‘manage 
your money carefully today.’’ What 
money? 


Question: ; 
Is there a rule about what constitutes 
sacramental wine? 


The section of the Code of Canon Law 
dealing with the Eucharist states that ‘‘the 
wine must be natural wine of the grape 
and not soured.’’ The principal moral 
theologians comment that white or red 
wine, strong or. weak wine, is lawful 
material for the Mass, provided it is 
extracted as natural juice from the grape 
and is fermented so as to contain from 5 to 
20 per cent alcohol. 


They go on to add that the use of 
unfermented grape juice, provided it 
contains five per cent of alcohol, ‘‘is lawful 
only in an urgent case in which properly 
fermented wine cannot be obtained.’’ 


Recently, however,-permission was given 
for recovered ‘alcoholic priests“ to’ use 
grape juice not having any alcoholic 
content. 


Question: 

Recently, | really saw champagne being 
used for the Lord’s Supper in a 
non-Catholic church? Would this be all 
right in a Catholic church? 


Curiously enough, the classic moralists 
don’t seem to treat of this possibility. And 
since the dictionary was of no explicit help 
(‘‘Champagne: sparkling white wine’’) | 
consulted the experts at the local liquor 
store. According to them, champagne is 
definitely a wine with alcoholic content 
ranging from 9 to 13 per cent. It is 
fermented twice and the carbon dioxide is 
trapped—thus the bubbly effect. Usually 
at the second fermentation a small amount 
of sugar is added. 


Armed with this information and after 
consulting several. priests, | venture to 
say: it would seem that champagne would 
be valid but illicit ‘‘“matter’’ for Mass, that 
is, it would be wrong to use champagne 
outside of a serious emergency. That, dear 
readers, is my opinion.

The editor of the Southern Cross was 
recently in the Holy Land, visiting many of 
the sites so revered by Christians as those 
where Christ carried on bis ministry. 
Many persons. will make a_ similar 
pilgrimage to the Holy Land during the 
coming Holy Year. In this special article 
the life of Christ is briefly traced in terms 


’ of the modern scene.

In‘Nazareth, in a cave-like dwelling set 
into the hillside, the angel appeared ‘to 
Mary. And the most important ‘‘Yes’’ in 


. the history of mankind made possible the 


Incarnation of the Word of God. 


“Do not be afraid, Mary,’ said the 
angel. ‘‘You have found favor with God.”’ 


TODAY, A towering; quite majestic 
20th century basilica dominates the spot 
traditionally accepted as the scene of the 
Annunciation. The sanctuary of the lower 
church encompasses that cave, while the 
magnificent. altar of the upper church 
““crowns’’ it. 


_ The Christian world commemorates the 
Incarnation in the Church of the 
Annunciation with huge mosaics and 
murals, stained glass windows, bronze 
doors and other art treasures donated by 
many countries. 

Yet the world outside the basilica is one 
of itinerant merchants, peddlers and 
grubby market streets, probably not much 
changed in 1900 years, except for the 
tourists’ cars jamming the streets in 
search of parking. 


ADJACENT TO the Church of the 
Annunciation is that of St. Joseph, 
beneath which a well-trodden path and: 
grimy walls lead to another cave. This is 
“St. Joseph’s carpenters’ shop’’, tradi- 
tional home of that growing boy Jesus.

On that first Christmas shepherds 
watched their flocks on the hillside below

But Bethlehem became dangerous for 


the Holy Family. Herod's jealously spread 
the command to ‘’search for the child; to’ 
destroy him.’’ So the long, tiring, hot, and 
painful flight to Egypt began, south from 
Bethlehem and Jerusalem, down through’ 
the sand dunes and desolate coutryside 


~ which leads to Jericho, Qumran, the Dead 


Sea, and beyond. 

IMAGINE GOING from the _ heights 
around Descanso in San Diego County, 
down into the Imperial Valley—unwater- 
ed, dry—and on to. the dunes around

Phoenix. 


Our Imperial Valley boasts its height 
“below sea level’’—around 60 feet. The 
Dead Sea, with its bouyant 25 per cent 
mineral content, is 1,200 feet below sea 
level. : 


St. Matthew records that when 
Archelaus reigned over Judea after

In effect, this vital event in human 
history states unequivocally, that only 
when a person is so fully aware of God’s 
loving action in her life, that .sin is 
repulsive and impossible, may the Word 
of God take root and grow to fulfillment 
and become flesh, for the salvation‘of the 
world. 


JUST AS. Israel was the one nation 


chosen by God to be his instrument, 
because in her the condition was right for 


the germination of the seed, and the 
fruition of the Word, so was Mary chosen. 


In Mary, too, the conditions were right

1974: A year of growth for diocese 


Southern Cross Reporter 


1974 was a year that will undoubtedly keep future 
generations_of historians extremely busy. 


It was a year that saw Richard Nixon forced to 
resign as President of the United States in the face of 
Watergate and the accumultaion of lesser, but 
significant scandals. 


THE OLDEST monarchy in the world was 
deposed as-a military junta seized. power from 
Emperor Haile Selassie, whose ancestors ruled 
Ethiopia since before Christ. 


Within the Church, Pope Paul named the Titular 
Bishop of Margamel, Msgr. Gilbert Chavez. It was 
an appointment of great importance to the U.S. 
general and the San Diego diocese in parieglen. 


Msgr. Chavez beeame the second Mexican-Amer- 
ican bishop: in the: U.S. and the third Auxiliary 
Bishop of San Diego. He was ordained a bishop on 
June 21. 


BORN IN Ontario in 1932, Bishop Chavez was 
ordained for the diocese in 1960. He taught at 
Aquinas high school, 
served as chaplain at. the Norco Drug Rehabilitation 
Center.. 


In 1969 he became pastor of St. Anne’s, San 
Diego, and in 1971 he was appointed pastor of the 
San Ysidro parish of Our Lady of Mount Carmel. He 
was named a monsignor ‘in 1972, and in 1974, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher appointed him episcopal vicar for 
Mexican-Americans in the diocese.

towards St. Stephen’s gate and the start of 
the Via Dolorosa, the Stations of the Cross 
as we call them now. In the Fortress of 
Anthony Pilates’ guards played ‘’King’’ 
with him. 


It is here, too, that Pilate presented him 
to the people. ‘‘Ecce homo’’, he said. 
“This is your man...this is the man...! 
wash my hands of him.’ 


THE NARROW market streets of the 
ancient walled city, which mark the 
remainder of the way of the Cross, lead 
eventually to the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre- and. the mixture of religious 
traditions which guard its sacred treasur- 
es. This is the end of the journey, marked 
today by altars, lamps, organized religion 
in all its forms, from collection plate to 
cassocked priests of many rites. 


There -is- constant clamor along the 
Streets. There is Arab and _ Israeli 
companionship and hostility. There are 
visitors, as there were 1,900 years ago, 
and pilgrims—Christians, Moslems and 
Jews. Each in his own way finds roots of 
his religion here, in Jerusalem, the Holy 
City of the Holy Land. 


Bethlehem, just over the hills, has not 
changed much in nearly 2,000 years. And 
once again soon will be filled with pilgrims 
heading for the spot marked with a star, 
surrounded by 15 altar lamps. 


“Peace to men of goodwill,” cried the 
angels to the shepherds that night. In this 
troubled land of so much religious 
tradition, the search continues for peace 
and men of ‘goodwill.

equity of its own wage and 
benefit structure. 

“The laity is the. greater 

part of the Church. There is 
need for development of 
community spirit...and » for 
more use of lay talents to 
revitalize the Church.’’ 
. THESE WERE the feel- 
ings of speak-up participants 
as reported by the Commis- 
sion on the Laity. 


Specifically indicated was 


-arole for laity in the selection 


or removal of parish priests, 
and the expansion of the role 
of women in the Church. 
Many believe women should 
be lectors, deacons and 
extraordinary ministers of 
the Eucharist. 


‘Almost all'groups felt the 


laity should have more. 


decision-making responsibil- 
ity regarding budgeting and 
expenditures at all levels.’”’ 

MOST participants feel lay 
administrators should handle 
day-to-day parish manage- 
ment and administration 
tasks. Perhaps ‘a paid ad- 
ministrator should be ap- 
pointed for. one or more 
parishes, it was suggested. 


Nearly everyone agreed, 
according to the summary, 
that a diocesan council 
should be formed: to advise 


the bishop. It was felt that 
such a council should include 
priests, sisters and lay 
people. 

“It is essential to establish 
strong and effective parish 
councils in all parishes. Most 
felt this should be mandato: 
ry. 99 

Discussing the work of 
Commission on Church Ad- 
ministration, most groups 
felt the diocese is too large 
and needs. to be split. A 
north-south division of two 
counties each was suggest- 
ed. 


“THERE WAS a strong 
desire for greater sharing of 
responsibility in all levels of 
the Church,” and many 
suggested that some means 
of accountability should be 
established for priests and 
bishops. : 


Many participants. said 
temporal and administrative 


duties of the diocese should- 


be taken’ over by laity 
“inasmuch as wealth and 
power appear to be contra- 
dictory to the bishop’s role.”’ 
A general feeling is that laity 
should have a voice in 
selecting their bishop who 
should come from among 
local: clergy.

and Sisters’ Senates.’’ 


IT WAS strongly suggest- 
ed that the bishop have a 
board of legal and financial 
experts to relieve him of 
administrative duties and 
eliminate a “‘one-man’’ sys- 
tem. Some said such a board 
should replace the diocesan 
consultors. 


Many people felt the 


‘Church needs a more Chris- 


tian approach to financial 
management and the finan- 
cial matters should be 
separate from spiritual mat- 
ters.”’ 


They felt gambling should 
be eliminated as a means of 
fund-raising and that the 
Church should liquidate ex- 
cess property possessions, 
turning the money over to 
the missions. 


A LARGE number. con- 
cluded that Stewardship was 
unacceptable as a means of 
fund-raising and suggested 
increasing parish assess- 
ments, a special annual 
collection or allocating the 
proceeds of parish collections 
for one Sunday per month to 
the diocese. 


In the future, most felt that 


more all-purpose church 
buildings. should be con- 
structed to allow for maxi- 
mum use. 


They also felt parish 


facilities should be available 
for church, civic, community 
and commercial purposes 
and that neighboring parish- 
es should consider sharing 
the same facility. 


Participants discussing the 
Commission on Communica- 
tion generally agreed there is 
an urgent need to improve 
communications between the 
diocese and the parishes and 
within the parishes them- 
selves. 


MANY FELT more money 


should be spent to spread. 


“the good news’’ through 
radio and television. More 
contact between priests and 
laity is needed and more 
home visiting and socializing 
was suggested. 


Many said the laity need to 
change their role in contact- 
ing priests by dropping by 
the rectories more often and 
taking problems to. the 
priests. 


Parishes should establish 
communication centers or 
appoint communications co- 
ordinators.

POPE JOHN XXIII by Paul Johnson. N.Y., 
Little, Brown. 266 pages, $6.95. 


The myths that surround great men, like 
Pope John and President Kennedy, can 
provide grist for active imaginations. 
Actually, as this book proves, the ‘‘real’’ 
Pope John is even greater than the myths. 


As a zealous young priest in the 1920’s, he 
was considered “‘too liberal’’ for the Roman 
Curia. He was quietly promoted into the 
foreign service, and incidentally, ordained 
as an archbishop. Only when Pope Pius XII 
needed a very “‘safe’’ legate to restore the 
Church in France after World War II did 
anyone think of the portly, obscure prelate. 


We all know what happened when, at the 
death of Pope Pius, a very ‘‘safe’’ caretaker 
Pontiff was needed.
